Editorial  Reports 


General  Series: 

Dr.  Michael  Cross,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following  report 

It  is  presently  intended  that  there  will  be  issued  to  Members  in  the  fall 
of  1974  the  first  volume  of  Lafitau’s  Les  Moeurs  Des  Sauvages  Ameri- 
quaines,  the  second  volume  of  the  same  work  in  the  first  half  of  1975, 
and  the  last  volume  of  The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins  later  in  1975. 

Both  in  order  to  make  the  information  in  Lafitau  more  widely  avail¬ 
able  to  satisfy  the  demand  and  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the  Society 
of  these  two  unusually  expensive  volumes,  negotiations  were  undertaken 
in  the  last  two  years  with  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  looking  to  a 
distribution  of  these  volumes  through  it  in  the  United  States.  We  have 
now  been  informed  that  the  Smithsonian  Institution  will  not  participate  in 
this  program  but  it  still  seems  desirable  that  the  American  distribution 
of  these  volumes  should  take  place  for  the  reasons  just  outlined  and  further 
consideration  should  be  given  to  this  by  the  Executive  of  the  Society. 

After  1975  the  intended  publication  schedule  reverts  to  a  more  normal 
pace.  Four  volumes  are  in  varying  stages  of  preparation.  Professor  Zaslow 
has  informed  me  that  he  can  deliver  the  completed  reports  of  William 
Duncan  on  short  notice.  The  Saywell-Stevens  two  volumes  on  Lord  Min  to 
are  nearing  the  end  of  final  revision.  The  last  of  the  four  volumes  is  that 
relating  to  the  records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society,  being  edited  by 
Dr.  Elizabeth  McDougall.  She  informed  me  recently  that  she  has  about  a 
year’s  work  remaining  on  this  project.  The  material  she  has  to  work  with 
is  very  rich  and  I  understand  her  research  has  been  exhaustive;  the 
volume  will  greatly  enhance  our  knowledge  of  immigration  and  of  the 
social  history  of  eastern  Canada.  Future  editing  of  this  volume  will  be 
facilitated  since  various  decisions  on  documentation  and  choice  of 
material  have  already  been  made. 

A  new  project  has  been  submitted  by  Dr.  Barry  Gough  of  the  History 
Department  at  Wilfred  Laurier  University.  He  is  an  established  scholar  and 
the  author  of  an  excellent  book  on  the  British  navy  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Dr.  Gough  proposes  a  definitive  edition  of  the  journal  of  the  trader  and 
explorer  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger.  There  is  now  no  authentic  version 
of  Henry’s  journal  in  print,  the  only  available  edition  being  a  heavily 
edited  and  abridged  version  published  by  Elliot  Coues  in  1897.  This  is 
considered  to  be  seriously  deficient  in  presenting  Henry’s  work  and  views. 
The  project  would  involve  two  volumes  with  the  first  volume  being 
available  in  1979  which  fits  our  schedule  as  outlined  above.  1  have 
encouraged  this  project  and  expect  it  will  be  considered  by  the  Publication 
Committee  of  the  Society  shortly. 


Ontario  Series: 

Professor  William  Ormsby,  the  Editor  of  the  Ontario  Series  presented 
the  following  report:  — 

The  tenth  volume  in  the  Series  will  be  Ontario  and  the  Great  War.  The 
work  on  this  volume  has  taken  longer  than  anticipated,  but  Barbara 
Wilson  has  informed  me  that  she  has  now  almost  completed  the 
manuscript.  If  I  receive  it  this  summer,  there  is  a  good  chance  of  it  being 
published  in  1975  as  we  had  originally  planned.  Alan  Douglas  is  well 
advanced  with  his  volume  on  Colonel  John  Prince  and  I  am  confident 
there  will  be  no  problem  in  having  it  ready  in  time  to  fit  into  our  pub¬ 
lication  schedule.  Professor  Cornelius  Jaenen  has  been  delayed  in  starting 
to  work  on  his  volume  on  the  French  Regime,  but  he  expects  to  do  so 
this  summer.  Daniel  J.  Brock  is  making  progress  with  the  City  of  London 
volume. 

Discussions  have  been  held  with  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Colleges  and  Universities  of  Ontario  in  connection  with  the  financing  of 
this  Series.  Pending  submission  by  them  of  a  report  to  the  Minister  an 
interim  grant  has  been  made  to  cover  the  operating  costs  of  the  Series.

OTHER  BUSINESS: 


At  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Society  had  948  members. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  members  unable  to  attend  the  Annual 
Meeting  a  brief  report  of  the  address  of  our  guest  of  honour,  Dr.  Wm.  N. 
Fenton,  follows:  — 

A  critical  English  edition  of  J.F.  Lafitau’s  Les  Moeurs  Des  Sauvages 
Ameriquains  .  .  .  2  v.  (1724). 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  William  N.  Fenton,  Research 
Professor  of  Anthropology  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Albany, 
recounted  the  story  of  preparing  an  English  edition  of  this  important 
early  effort  to  describe  and  compare  the  customs  of  native  Americans 
with  the  peoples  of  antiquity  which  he  and  Elizabeth  L.  Moore,  Emeritus 
Professor  of  French  at  Western  College  for  Women,  Parkersburg,  West 
Virginia  commenced  in  1939  when  Dr.  Fenton  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  Lafitau’s  book  is  now  very  scarce,  found  only  in 
major  libraries,  and  the  Society  will  benefit  both  scholarship  and  the 
general  reader  by  making  it  available  once  more.  A  native  of  Bordeaux, 
Lafitau  (1681-1746)  as  a  Jesuit  priest  served  in  the  mission  of  New  France 
at  Sault-  Ste.-Louis  (Caughnawaga)  near  Montreal  for  nearly  six  years 
(1712-1717),  after  which  he  returned  to  France  to  write  and  perform 
various  administrative  tasks  for  his  Order.  While  in  Canada  he  discovered 
ginseng  and  published  a  memoir  on  this  sovereign  plant  (1718)  which 
made  him  famous;  he  anticipated  L.H.  Morgan  by  a  century  in 
describing  the  classificatory  kinship  system  of  the  Iroquois;  and  his 
chapters  on  the  activities  of  their  men  and  women,  on  local  government, 
and  warfare  are  classic.  No  historian,  he  is  yet,  in  Parkman’s  words,  the 
most  satisfactory  of  the  early  writers  on  the  ethnology  of  the  Iroquois 
and  their  neighbors.  He  is  especially  important  today  to  historians  of 
anthropology. 

The  search  for  facts  on  his  career  and  to  find  the  books  that  he  used 
and  quoted  took  Professors  Fenton  and  Moore  to  the  major  libraries  of  the 
World.  Lafitau  read  widely;  and  in  his  day  he  was  read  widely,  and  he 
promises  to  be  read  again. 

The  meeting  was  then  terminated. 

After  the  annual  meeting  the  Council  elected  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.
